By the amended proposition the manufacturers 
are given until January 1, 1902, to file their schedules of 
valuation and release transfers, and it is provided that each 
owWher has the right to withdraw his agreement of release 
if the valuation put on his property by the Appraisal Com- 
mittee is not satisfactory to him. At least one other 
meeting will therefore be necessary before the project can 
be closed up.

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REPORTS ON TRADE CONDITIONS. 


Milis Have Orders Ahead for a Considerable Period— 
Holidays Do Not Cause Trade to Slacken 
to Any Extent. 


This week's trade has been quiet in New York. On 
Monday, however, many of the manila jobbing houses were 
very busy making deliveries to supply the retail stores with 
paper for the big rush of business which always comes the 
day before Christmas. The houses that handle book and 
writing papers did not receive many new orders this week. 
The advent of the greatest holiday in the year, which, by 
the way, ordinarily marks the end of the season’s busi- 
ness, and the near approach of stock taking time conspire 
to make this the smallest week in point of volume of busi- 
ness of the whole year. Dullness in trade, therefore, is 
taken as a matter of course. But although the jobbers are 
not receiving many new orders just now, still it cannot be 
said that the market has weakened. The change, if any 
takes place, will not be apparent for a few more weeks. 
If new business does not begin to come in soon after the 
first of the year the market quotations will no doubt show 
some But this winter the manufacturers are 
better able than usual to withstand the bearish effects of a 
dull January, as their mills are now pretty full of orders. 
All the old quotations, therefore, hold good for this week. 
Naturally the chief topic of speculation just now is the 
great question of whether the market is to be weaker or 
stronger after the first of the year. While the manufac- 
turers assert that further advances are after that date 
probable, the buyers declare their convictions that the top 
notch has been reached, and that prices must go “off” after 
January 1. The fire at the plant of the Champion Coated 
Paper Company in Hamilton, Ohio, has already advanced 
coated paper quotations.

Prices have been sky high 
and the talk of making advances is still heard in busy 
centres. In fact, many of the valley makers are under- 
stood to have been so thoroughly rushed in the book busi- 
ness that only the most advantageous orders have been 
accepted. In nearly all lines the makers have taken the 
liberty of withdrawing certain quotations. They have 
taken measures to protect themselves in every possible 
way. Writings, manilas and building papers are in great 
demand, while straw board and straw paper remain firm, 
with the call equal to the past week. It is feared that the 
coming holiday week will interfere with trade more than 
at first anticipated, as orders are coming in steadily and 
factory forces have been decreased even at this date. Some 
of the owners of mills in the Miami Valley remembered 
their employees in a substantial manner on this occasion, 
feeling that it is the first prosperous Christmas for sev-

Cornell Authorities Defend Forestry Methods. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

New York, December 23, 1901.—In regard to the recent 
attack on the methods of forestry adopted by the Cornell 
College of Forestry, Prof. F. B. Fernow, dean of the 
college, said: 

“The tract of land in the Adirondacks was given to the 
College of Forestry for the purpose of carrying on experi- 
ments to determine how forests may best be reproduced. 
The science of forestry deals not only with reproductions, 
but also with the harvesting of forest growths. Just as 
the scientific agriculturist must know the best method of 
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harvesting a crop of wheat must the scientific forester know 
how best to cut timber with the least harm to the forest 
as a whole. There are weed trees just as there are weeds 
in a wheat field, and unless obnoxious varieties are kept 
separate from the more valuable kinds, both agriculture and 
forestry must be primitive. 

“I do not deny that the College of Forestry is cutting 
away the timber in the Adirondacks for pecuniary results. 
But this is not the primary motive of the logging opera- 
tions being carried on there now. The State has imposed 
upon the College of Forestry the burden of carrying on 
scientific experiments in forestry without sufficient means. 
The college has already replanted 75 acres of burned land 
with seedings of the most desirable varieties. This proc- 
ess of replanting is very expensive. To defray the ex- 
penses of replanting this land, the college uses the funds 
derived from the sale of old lumber cut from the forest 
tract. But the timber now being cut consists mainly of 
old trees whose lease of life is practically spent. The ob- 
ject of the College of Forestry is to cut this old timber in 
such a way as to allow a younger and better forest to be 
reproduced. 

“This new forest will not be full grown in a generation, 
nor perhaps in a century. And this is the very fact which 
is grinding the residents in the Saranac Lake district, for 
they see in the operations of the College of Forestry the 
destruction of their hunting grounds. Their action is 
characterized by selfishness in the extreme, for they are 
oblivious to the benefits which will accrue to posterity and 
are thinking only of their own immediate interests. 

“The Cornell College of Forestry is pursuing an unsel- 
fish and long sighted policy. The results of the experi- 
ments in forestry being carried on at Axton are both for 
posterity and for the present generation, and this is ex- 
actly what the State intended should be the end of the 
experiments.” 

Professor Fernow stated he did not fear any harm to the 
College of Forestry from the action of the Saranac Lake 
residents, inasmuch as the constitutionality of the land grant 
act has already been tested. 

In the last report to the Legislature Professor Fernow 
explains the reason for the methods of the college at Ax- 
ton in such a manner as to meet any objection from selfish 
property owners in that section. 


The Shorter Work Week in the West.

Union Waxed Company Buys Another Mill. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, Ohio, December 23, 1901—The Union Waxed 
and Parchment Company has closed a deal through its gen- 
eral manager, Samuel Sparks, for the purchase of the 
Eagle Paper Mills, which are located at Franklin, and 
are owned by the Champion Coated Paper Company, of 
Hamilton. 

The mill at Franklin will be enlarged and equipped with 
the latest and most improved machines for making tissue 
and wax paper. The Union Waxed and Parchment Paper 
Company owns several large mills in the East now running 
on waxed tissues, and also owns a large plant at Elkhart, 
Ind., where two machines are in constant operation on 
parchment and waxed tissues. It expects soon to add 
another large machine in that mill, which will make it by 
far the largest plant of the kind in the United States. 
It is said that the output of that mill will be three times 
as large as any other in the country. The West and 
Northwestern trade is largely supplied from the Elkhart 
mill. 

It is the aim to supply the Southern and Southwestern 
trade from the Miami Valley Mill,

ities, the Union Company is enabled to overcome freight 
burdens and can secure a larger trade by quoting on close 
margins, The price of wax tissue is lower to-day than it 
has been for years, according to the latest quotations, tak- 
ing into consideration the price of paraffine wax.

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WATER AND COAL SUPPLY. 


The Water in the Connecticut Falling Rapidly—Restrictions 
Not Yet in Force, However—The Coal Question 
at Holyoke and in the Miami Valley.

The water in the Connecticut River, which went rush- 
ing over the Holyoke dam last week at a depth of 8 feet, 
has now receded to its average height and has been fall- 
ing steadily during the entire week. The severe cold 
weather has caused the water to iall rapidly and in one day 
it dropped more than 18 inches. not 
as yet been again placed on the mills, but if the water 
continues to fall at the present rate it is only a question 
of a short time before the mills will be running on limited 
amounts. 

The coal supply has not given the mills much trouble 
the past week and coal has been received in sufficient 
quantities to keep the mills supplied. A local coal dealer, 
however, told your correspondent that it was impossible 
for him to secure soft coal and orders placed a month ago 
had not been filled yet.

Threatened Coal Famine Averted. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Dayton, Ohio, December 24, 1901.—A serious situation 
threatened many mill men here the past several days on 
account of the coal famine which existed and which has 
reaily not been relieved entirely by this time. The condi- 
tions are brought about directly by a shortage of coal 
cars. There is an ample supply of coal at the Southern 
Ohio mines, where hundreds of cars of steam and domes- 
tic coal are ready for shipment. Locally, several mine 
operators have put forth strenuous efforts to secure a suf- 
ficient supply for Dayton. It was freely reported that dif- 
ierent large concerns would necessarily close down on ac- 
count of the famine, and the owners admitted that such 
would be the case unless reliei arrived. The National 
Cash Register Works suspended, throwing more than 
2,000 employees out of work because of the coal shortage. 
Coming at a time when orders are rushing into the fac- 
tory, even a brief interruption will result in a heavy loss 
Some of the paper mills have been running along on such 
a scant supply that shutdowns were generally feared, but 
it is now thought that the most critical period has passed.

Suits Against Insurance Companies.

Dayton, Ohio, December 24, 1901.—The Acme Sign 
Printing Company, of this city, which was recently a 
heavy loser by fire in an Ice avenue power plant owned 
by a Cincinnati paper box maker, has brought suit against 
several insurance companigs to recover different amounts 
said to be due on unadjusted policies. The Providence 
Washington Insurance Company is sued for $346.88, which 
is claimed to be the pro rata of loss chargeable against 
the defendant company, as sustained in the 
fire, in the sum of $1,850. This loss was incurred April 
11, 1901. The policy issued was for $1,500. A similar suit 
was instituted against the Springfield Fire and Marine 
Insurance Company, of Springfield, Mass., the amount 
claimed being $693.75. A larger policy was held. In the 
suit against the Fidelity Fire Insurance Company, of Bal- 
timore, action is taken to recover $231.25, alleged to be 
due on a $1,000 policy. The same grounds are set forth 
in this suit as in the first mentioned. M. V.

Very Cold Weather in Wisconsin. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

APPLETON, Wis., December 23, 1901.—For the past 
week Wisconsin, along with some other parts of the coun- 
try, has been going through with some of the coldest De- 
cember weather ever known. During this time the mer- 
cury has ranged between 20° below zero and 10° above, 
going below zero every night, and during the daytime 


getting but a short distance above the zero mark. All 
passenger trains have been hours late, and freight loco- 
motives have been “frozen up” literally by the scores, so 
that the moving of freight has been a most difficult and 
uncertain performance. Since the first night there has 
been no trouble with ice, as all the water courses have 
been frozen up tight, and the mills have gotten along as 
well as the discomforts and short freight service would 
permit.

Paper Damaged by Water. 
[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

Kansas City, Mo., December 20, 1901.—The bursting 
of a water pipe on the sixth floor of the Kansas City 
Paper Honse, 609 to 611 Wyandotte street, on December 
16, flooded part of the building with water. Before the 
break was discovered by the engineer the water had made 
its way from the sixth floor to the basement, and, as 
every floor is stocked with paper, much damage would 
have resulted but for the prompt arrival of the fire patrol 
with tarpaulins. About sixty tarpaulins were used in 
covering the goods immediately under the leak on each 
floor and tons of stock were moved. The accident hap- 
pened in a rather unique way. The building is equipped 
with the sprinkler system of fire protection—a system of 
water pipes running along the ceiling with sprinkler heads 
or bulbs at intervals of 8 feet which break when subjected 
to heat and begin a vigorous sprinkling. Although there 
was no fire near the pipe and it was not cold enough to 
freeze, the sprinkler had burst and had been running like 
a lawn fountain for an hour or so when discovered. 


John McCullion Refused to Be Discharged. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.) 

PHILADELPHIA, December 23, 1901.—John McCullion, 
aged sixteen, was discharged by the Baker, Smith & Page 
Wall Paper Company a month ago. Notwithstanding 
his dismissal John walked into the timekeeper’s office next 
morning, said “John McCullion,” walked out and then 
went away by the back door. He did this every day for a 
week, and on Saturday he came in, joined the line of em- 
ployees filing past the cashier and waited his turn. 

“What name?” asked the cashier when he came oppo- 
site the window. 

“John McCullion,” answered the inventor of the system, 
and a moment later walked away with a pay envelope. 

It was so simple, just saying “John McCullion” at the 
right time, that John kept it up for a month. He would 
have done it longer, but the firm at last discovered John’s 
invention and had the boy arrested. He was held in $500 
bail for the Juvenile Court. 


The Friend & Fox Paper Company Wins. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 


Dayton, Ohio, December 23, 1901.—The Supreme Court 
of Ohio in the suit of Anna O. Friend against the Friend 
& Fox Paper Company decided in favor of the defendant, 
affirming the Circuit and Common Pleas courts. The suit 
was instituted on behalf of the plaintiff and creditors to 
have the concern declared insolvent, to subject the stock- 
holders to their liability under the statutes, and to enforce 
the collection of a note for $3,291. The company, which 
has a capital stock of $300,000, went into the hands of a 
receiver several years ago, a fact that was admitted, but 
Thomas McDougall, its attorney, denied that it was insol- 
vent. The company claimed a credit of $613 on the note, 
and that when it was given, Anna O. Friend was given 
as collateral security certificates for fifty shares of the 
Illinois Paper Company, worth $5,000. M. V. 


That New Thorold Paper Mill. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 


N1aGara Fatis, December 23, 1901.—Another paper mill 
is to be added to the Niagara frontier. This new mill will 
be located at Thorold, Ont., within a stone’s throw of the 
Riordan Mills, the Lincoln Mills and Davy’s Pulp Mill. 
The company has been promoted by Wm. G. Finlay, of St. 
Catharines, Ont., who knows all about the manufacture of 
pulp and paper, W. M. Davidge and Thomas H. Patterson. 
The latter is connected with the Thorold Pulp Company. 
The new company will be capitalized at $100,000. Although 
not yet incorporated, the papers are ready to be sent to 
Ottawa, and the plans for the mill are in hand. It is the 
intention to turn out fine paper, with a capacity of 12 to 15 
tons a day. 

The town of Thorold has agreed to give the company a 
bonus of $5,000 and exemption from taxes for ten years, 
provided the promoters will put up such a mill as their 
plans call for. The power will be taken from the Welland 
Canal, and arrangements have been made with the Govern- 
ment for such lease. With this new trade industry Thorold 
and Merritton, within a mile of each other, will be the 
centre of quite a paper and pulp output. W. E. T.

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TRADE FIRES. 


Three Paper Mills Damaged—Heavy Loss at Hamilton, Ohio 
—Vernon Brothers & Co. Burned Out 
in New York. 


LAMBERTVILLE, N. J., December 23, 1901.—The Great 
Springs Paper Mill at the Solebury Deer Park, about a 
mile from New Hope, Pa., with its contents, including a 
large stock of paper and all the machinery, was destroyed 
by fire at midnight December 21. A large hanging lamp 
caught fire and the manager of the mill, Harry J. Pierson, 
attempted to throw the lamp out of doors when he slipped 
and fell, the oil from the lamp setting fire to the mill. 

An alarm was sounded in this city and the department 
responded. The loss is about $20,000 and is insured. This 
is the sixth time this mill has been burned. 





Champion Coated Paper Company’s Plant Burned. 

Hamitton, Ohio, December 23, 1901.—A fire in the 
Champion Coated Paper Company’s plant, which started 
late last night, was not under control until early to-day. 
The loss is placed at from $750,000 to $1,000,000. 

It was the largest plant of the kind in the United States, 
and employed over 400 persons. A_ stock of $250,000 
worth of enameled book and magazine paper was wholly 
destroyed. There was also a loss of a great quantity of 
valuable machinery. 

The fire was caused by the explosion of a can of gaso- 
line in the hands of John Kopp, who was using it for 
cleaning some portion of the machinery. Kopp was se- 
verely burned. The company had just completed a $750,- 
ooo pressed brick building, which the fire department suc- 
ceeded in saving. M. V. 

John W. Kreuger, the New York representative of the 
Champion Coated Paper Company, with offices at 309 
Broadway, when seen by a representative of THE PAPER 
TRADE JOURNAL said: “I have no details of the fire as 
yet, only a telegraphic dispatch. I presume though from 
the report in the daily papers that our coating plant is 


entirely destroyed. Our new paper mill, which adjoins 
the coating plant, was unharmed. As to the company’s 
loss I should say that it would amount to as much as a 
million dollars. In this estimate I include the plant at 
$300,000, stock on hand, $250,000, and $400,000 worth of 
orders on our books calling for early delivery. As we 
cannot hope to get running inside of five months our loss 
of business meantime will, of course, be very large. We 
had twenty-nine coating machines in the plant. All these 
were built for us from special designs. We will therefore 
have to wait for the machinery manufacturers to build 
new machines. All the stock that I have here is $5,000. 
For this I have already had an offer of half a cent above 
the market price.” 
North Wilbraham Mill Damaged by Fire. 

NortH WILBRAHAM, Mass., December 23, 1901.—Fire in 
the stock room of the Whiting Paper Company’s mill Fri- 
day night resulted in heavy damages by water and the 
destruction of a considerable amount of paper material. 

Eugene Lester and William Murphy, employees of the 
mill, who were returning from Springfield on a trolley car, 
saw the unusual light in the mill at 11:15 o’clock, and 
gave the alarm by means of the mill whistle. The mill 
fire department was soon in working order, and four 
streams of water were poured into the building for more 
than an hour. The flames were confined to the stock room, 
on the second floor, which is about 80 feet long, and though 
the stock burned briskly, no great damage was caused to 
the building. The automatic sprinklers began operating 
and soaked the contents of the room. The volumes of 
water flooded the second floor and all the rooms on the 
first, which will cause the greatest loss. The mill is owned 
by the Whiting Paper Coinpany. 





Vernon: Brothers & Co. Burned Out. 
Vernon Brothers & Co., 22, 24 and 26 Reade street, 
New York, were the principal sufferers from a very severe 
fire that is supposed to have started in the basement of 
their store at 2:30 p. m. last Sunday afternoon. Owing 
to the inflammable nature of the materials in the building 


three alarms were rung in short order. At about 4 o’clock 
the fire was got under control, but it was 6 o’clock before 
all danger of its spreading to the adjoining buildings was 
over. The large building in which the fire started is 
owned by the estate of the late Thomas Vernon. The 
first floor, basement and sub-basement were occupied by 
Vernon Brothers & Co. In one part of the basement is 
an extensive steam plant, which furnishes power and heat 
to many of the buildings in the neighborhood on both 
Reade and Duane streets. It was in this plant that the 
fire is supposed to have started, although this is in dispute. 
Thanks to the thick fire walls on each side of the build- 
ing and the promptness of the fire department in respond- 
ing to the alarms the paper district in that part of the city 
escaped a big conflagration. As it was, the entire five 
story building at 22, 24 and 26 Reade street was almost 
gutted. The celluloid materials in the establishment of 
Baldwin & Gleason on the second floor and the stock of 
alcohol, essential oils, pomades and other perfume-making 
materials in the establishment of the Ricksecker Company 
on the top floor, combined to render this one of the most 
dangerous fires of recent date in New York. Many of the 
firemen were overcome by the sickening odors of the oils 
and perfumery. 

George R. Vernon, of Vernon Brothers & Co., when 
seen on Monday by a representative of THe Paper TRADE 
JouRNAL, speaking in regard to the fire said: “At this 
time it is difficult to estimate our loss. It looks as if the 
combined evils of fire and water had rendered our stock 
useless. Just how much our loss will amount to is, of 
course, hard to tell. We carried a stock of about $100,000 
worth of paper all told; some of this was stored in a base- 
ment of the building corner of Duane and Elm streets. Per- 
haps $75,000 would cover the amount of stock owned by us; 
the balance of $25,000 was carried on commission. All the 
paper was fully covered by insurance. Until further no- 
tice we will make our temporary headquarters in the offices 
of S. E. & M. Vernon on the second floor of the building 
No. 65 Duane street. We are looking for a store in which 
to transact our business until the old building is put in 
shape for occupancy again.”

THE LATE F. C. SHATTUCK. 


His Death in Chicago—The Funeral Services—A Sketch 
of His Career in the Paper Trade 
of the Fox River Valley. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

AppL_eTon, Wis., December 23, 1901.—Rarely has a 
man apparently in the full vigor of life been so suddenly 
stricken down as was Frank C. Shattuck, of Neenah, sec- 
retary and treasurer of the Kimberly & Clark Company, 
and officer of many other paper companies, whose death 
was announced in last week’s PAPER TRADE JoURNAL. Mr 
Shattuck was taken ill last Monday night and his funeral 
occurred on Friday. It was while in attendance upon a 
meeting of the directors of the new Neenah Opera House 
that he was taken ill, his symptoms being similar to those 
of his long and serious illness last summer. He had pre- 
viously decided to submit to an operation for appendicitis 
in case of such a recurrence, and arrangements were at 
once made for the operation. It was found that the 
Chicago surgeon whose services were desired would not 
be able to come to Neenah, and Mr. Shattuck was accord- 
ingly taken to Chicago by a train leaving Neenah at 2 
o’clock Tuesday morning. Immediately upon his arrival 
there the operation was performed. It was found at the 
operation that the intestine was already perforated, and 
that there was absolutely no hope of the patient’s re- 
covery. Mr. Shattuck lingered until a little after 3 o’clock 
Wednesday afternoon, when death supervened. The body 
was brought to Neenah Thursday and the funeral occurred 
Friday afternoon at 2:30 o’clock at the family residence. 
The great house was filled with mourners from Neenah, 
Menasha, Appleton, Kaukauna, Oshkosh, Milwaukee and 
Chicago. The services were very simple, consisting of the 
reading of a psalm, a brief but eloquent tribute by Dr. 
Chapin, the venerable pastor of the Presbyterian Church 
at Neenah, to whose recently completed new and beauti- 
ful church building Mr. Shattuck gave great personal at- 
tention and large contributions, and closed with a prayer. 
The pallbearers were men identified with the manage- 
ment of the paper mills in which the deceased was inter- 
ested: Peter R. Thom, Thomas Pearson, F. J. Sensen- 
brenner, J. C. Kimberly, J. S. Gittens and James Wright. 
The floral offerings were of great magnificence. 


In his address Dr. Chapin bore testimony, which was 
corroborated in the heart of every listener, to the many 
sterling virtues which characterized the deceased, his pa 
triotism, unimpeachable honesty in every businéss and per- 
sonal transaction, the ideal nature of his relations in his 
home and his deep interest in everything making for the 
betterment of social conditions wherever his influence 
could reach. Mr. Shattuck was a singularly agreeable 
man in every relation, and went through life making new 
friends and keeping old ones. He was democratic and 
most approachable in his instincts, and is universally 
mourned. 

Frank C. Shattuck was born in Colerain, Mass., in 1838 
Here he spent his boyhood days, remaining until he was 
old enough to be sent to Shelbourne Falls, Mass., where 
he received his education at an academy. In 1863 Mr. 
Shattuck went to Wisconsin and engaged in selling and 
delivering goods on the road. His business soon grew-so 
large and profitable that, in effect, he became the traveling 
representative of metropolitan wholesale houses. 

Mr. Shattuck continued constantly in this business un- 
til 1874, though in 1872 he was among those who organ- 
ized the Kimberly & Clark Company, being elected secre- 
tary and treasurer at the first meeting of the stockholders, 
a position which he held since then unti] his death. Two 
years after the organization of the paper mill company 
Mr. Shattuck gave up his business as a traveling salesman 
and devoted all his time to his manufacturing interests. 

Among the business concerns with which the name of 
F. G Shattuck was prominently identified, together with 
the office he held, are: The Atlas Paper Company, Apple- 
ton, secretary; Telulah Paper Comipany, Appleton, treas- 
urer; First National Bank, Appleton, vice-president; Na- 
tional Manufacturers Bank, Neenah, vice-president; Pulp 
Wood Company, Appleton, vice-president. He was a di- 
rector, also, of the Little Chute Pulp Company, the Kau- 
kauna First National Bank and the First National Bank, 
of Iron Mountain, Mich. He was this year chosen vice- 
president of the Manufacturers Bank, of Neenah. 

The private life of Mr. Shattuck, in later years, was 
spent at Neenah, where he resided with his family, a wife, 


Clara A. Merriman, of Neenah, whom he married in 
June, 1876; two sons and a daughter, all of whom sur- 
vive him.

CHARLES H. DOBILINSKI. 


His Death Occurred Suddenly at maith sil Seuneiedtins N. J., Last 
Thursday Night—He Was a Well-Known Figure 
in Paper Trade Circles. 


Charles H. Dobilinski, who for a quarter of a century 
has been the representative in the paper trade of the Penn- 
sylvania Salt Manufacturing Company, and who was known 
to paper manufacturers in all parts of the country, died 
suddenly at his home in Lambertville, N. J., on Thursday 
night last. Mr. Dobilinski was on a business trip to Bos 
ton the early part of the week, when he was taken ill. 
He at once returned to his home in Lambertville. 

Mr. Dobilinski was fifty-two years of age, and had been 
identified with the paper manufacturing industry all his 
life. He was a paper maker by trade, and his last active 
employment in a paper mill was as manager of the plant 
at Lambertville, N. J., then owned by the late Mrs 
Wheedon, but now the property of W. H. Gandey. 

Years ago Mr. Dobilinski entered the employ of the 
Pennsylvania Salt Manufacturing Company, his attention 
being centred in the alum department, and he constantly 
traveled the country over, pushing the sale of the com- 
pany’s “Natrona Porous” alum. His trade connections 
were very extensive, and last summer he extended his 
trip to the Pacific Coast, visiting mill owners there and 
making contracts for the goods of his company. 

Mr. Dobilinski was.very popular in trade circles, and 
he was always at all trade gatherings, while he had been 
a regular attendant at the meetings of the American Paper 
and Pulp Association almost since its organization. He 
was for many years a member of that body and served as 
a member of its dinner committee last February. 

He is survived by a widow, who is the daughter of the 
late Mrs. Wheedon. 

The funeral services were held at Lambertville on Mon- 
day, and was largely attended, there being representatives 
of the trade from New York, Philadelphia, Connecticut 
and other places in attendance.

Paper Used by Bureau of Engraving and Printing. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

WASHINGTON, December 16, 1901.—Some idea of the 
enormous amount of work turned out by the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing may be had when it is stated 
that the division of loans and currency of the Treasury 
Department has been informed by the Treasurer of the 
United States that he shall require of the Bureau each 
business day from now until July 1, and probably for a 
much longer period, not less than 136,000 sheets of 
finished paper money. This, with the necessary 5 per 
cent. spoilage at the Bureau, would necessitate a daily 
requisition upon the division for 142,800 sheets of paper. 
The Director of the Bureau, however, states that, owing 
to the depleted condition of his stock of partly printed 
money, he will make a daily requisition for 170,000 sheets. 

There is due from the manufacturers 6,500,000 sheets of 
paper, which is being delivered at the rate of 200,000 
sheets a day. The aggregate amount of paper now on 
hand and which will become available under the existing 
appropriation is only 13,570,724 sheets, while the require- 
ments of the Bureau, at the rate of 170,000 sheets a day, 
until July 1 wiil be 30,090,000 sheets. The deficiency, 
therefore, on July 1 will be 16,519,276 sheets. It is ap- 
parent, says the chief of the division of loans and cur- 
rency, that the department should have authority to pur- 
chase at least 23,437,400 sheets; and in view of the fact 
that the paper for Treasury notes—less than 7,000,000 
sheets—would last as a reserve but little more than one 
month after July 1, and as the division of loans and cur- 
rency should have at. least three months’ supply of paper 
on hand to be seasoning against its use at the Bureau, it 
would appear that no less than 31,000,000 sheets are neces- 
sary in order to place the office in a safe position. 

The average cost per 1,000,000 sheets of paper dyring 
this year has been $5,775, including all expenses. The 
cost of 31,000,000 sheets will therefore be $179,025, and 
Congress has been asked to appropriate this amount at 
the earliest possible moment. The 6,500,000 sheets yet to 
be delivered by the contractors, together with about 6,000,- 
ooo sheets to be made for national bank notes, will em- 


ploy the mill until about February 1. A. 2. TF.

The Son of Coe S. Buchanan Relates Some Incidents That 
Occurred in the Trade Years Ago—How a Stolen 
Team Was Recovered. 


The name of Henry Atterbury was unintentionally 
omitted from the list given in THe Paper Trape JouRNAL 
of December 5 of the men in the trade with whom the 
late Coe S. Buchanan, my father, was more or less iden- 
tified. The said Henry made his start in the trade with 
Buchanan, Perkins & Goodwin. I remember the unique 
directions he gave me once while I was a verdant errand 
boy in the employ of my father’s successors, Perkins & 
Goodwin. As bookkeeper of the firm he had occasion to 
send me to the office of the New York Staats Zeitung to 
collect an account. Madame Ottendorfer, the founder of 
this paper, at the time paid the accounts, and with her 
own hands, oftenrin bills, too. Well, Henry’s parting words 
to me as I started to collect the account were: “Now, 
Chauncey, remember that if the Madame pays you a dollar 
or sO over the account, or under, no matter which, take it 
and say nothing.” “But, Henry,” I exclaimed, “that’s not 
right.” “Listen,” he said; “the Madame sometimes makes 
a mistake in counting money, and when she does it makes 
her mad, and her feelings extend to those she is paying. 
Now we want the Madame to feel pleasantly toward us, for 
we want to keep her trade. And,” clever Henry added, im- 
pressively, “we must not forget that after all the Madame 
is a woman.” I may add that she handed me the correct 
sum—a large amount. 

My father had a great admiration for Madame Otten- 
dorfer, and well he might, for he remembered her from 
the time when one could carry off the whole Staats 
Zeitune’s establishment from its cellar on a one horse 
truck. This was when her first husband, Mr. Uhl, was 
alive, and my father sold paper to the pair, and remember 
my father was not born until 1824. 
Madame was that in divers ways she resembled Queen Vic- 
toria, but she made her own throne. Surely she was one 
of the truly royal women. 

The following adventure of my father may be of in- 
terest. But let me here state that it seems to me out of 
keeping with the dignified, refined and serious nature of 
the man. Still it should be remembered that he could not

have been much over thirty years old when the adventure 
occurred. It was accidentally recalled to him only a few 
weeks before he died (1883), but he expressed no repent- 
ance, only amusement. His death bed covered three years; 
his body immovable of his own volition. He could move 
his neck and head. His face was clear, full and bright. A 
“sandy” man in nature and color was he. 

A certain teamster, a colored man, in Saratoga County, 
bought from Buchanan a work team, harness and wagon. 
They were bought on instalments, to be paid for in work 
in the Pioneer paper mill. This way of paying for the 
turnout was too slow for the man, so he soon disappeared 
with the outfit. The sheriff and Buchanan started after 
the fellow, expecting to find him within a moderate dis- 
tance. At length they traced him to the Canadian line. 
Buchanan proposed to the sheriff that they cross the river 
—the St. Lawrence—and capture the turnout. At first 
the sheriff demurred, for he did not relish the idea of 
finding in Canada what he had started after in the United 
States, but at last Buchanan induced him to go over. 
They laid low and discovered that the teamster was draw- 
ing bricks for a church with the team. Then they induced 
another colored man to lure him from the turnout. The 
teamster left it in the chuich shed and the two men de- 
parted for a “smile.” Thereupon Buchanan and the sher- 
iff jumped into the wagon, which was near by, and drove 
rapidly to the ferry. They were just in time for the boat 
The teamster soon after appeared and screamed frantically 
to the boat to bring back his (?) horses. But the boat 
keption its course, and Buchanan and the sheriff were 
soon again honest men. Probably the spirit of some 
ancient Scotch cattle lifter gave my father a tip in the 
business, 

Coming home they were out of funds, not expecting to 
go so far. They had enough to pay their fare and the 
team’s on the boat going down Lake Champlain, but not 
enough to pay for their supper. They were unknown and 
would be until the boat reached its destination. They 
did not care to explain-their situation to the captain. 
While walking up and down the deck debating what to 
do, Buchanan hit his toe against something, which proved 
to be a silver piece of the exact value of their supper. 
“Luck” he called this, though he hated the word.

came the second wife of the late Chauncey Kilmer. 
turnout was sold at public sale according to law. 
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teamster had bought on the instalment plan (we did not 
call it this in those days) various goods from several per- 
sons living near the Pioneer Mill and skipped with a full 
wagon. 

By the way, the late George West bought his first mill 
in Saratoga County by instalments. It was the Empire 
Mill, which he bought from my father, whose individual 
property it was. West afterward bought the ruins of the 
Pioneer Mill. The sale of the Empire to West was no 
particular favor on my father’s part. In fact, my father 
himself received all sorts of favors from various parties. 
The late Isaiah Blovel loaned him money for his ventures, 
C. S. Buchanan was not that rare bird, a completely self- 
made man. In his case I am certain that others furnished 
some of the fixings. 

Some other time, if agreeable, I will tell his story of 
hew the late Frank Leslie got “ahead” of him, and also 
of the apt reply of George F. Perkins to a question I put 
to him. i Boe 


Paper from Ocean Kelp. 

San Dreco, Cal., December 20, 1901.—Prof. C. E. An- 
thony, of this city, has patented a process by which he 
claims that ocean kelp can be turned into paper. He says 
that by his process 85 per cent. of the dry kelp can be 
transferred into paper pulp and the remainder into potas- 
sium and soda. He claims that kelp paper can be produced 
much more cheaply than that now in use. 


From the new Oxford Paper Mill, Rumford Falls, Me., 
three and four carloads of book paper are being shipped 
daily. Only two machines are in operation as yet. The 
Oxford Company has just moved into the new office, 
which is a most comfortable one. Handsomely finished in 
oak, it is furnished with heavy mahogany office furniture, 
the contract being given to J. J. Calhoun. Several cars 
loaded with paper dryers from Worcester, Mass., have 
arrived this week and will be set up under the superin- 
tendence of A. B. Champlin.

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The Coated Paper Market. 


It is a long time since any branch of the trade has been 
so much affected as is the coated paper trade by the burn- 
ing of the Champion Coated Paper Company’s coating 
plant and old paper mill at Hamilton, Ohio. This plant, 
the output of which was very great, was being enlarged by 
the construction of a new paper mill, containing six paper 
machines, and interest in it has been and is very wide- 
spread. This new construction was saved from destruc- 
tion, but the old mill and the immense coating department 
The effect of the news of the fire on the 
market was instantaneous. The stock held by the New 
York agent of the mill was at once the subject of atten- 


were wiped out. 


tion, advanced figures being offered for it, while those who 
were receiving their supplies from the burned mill began 
to cast about for goods with which to fill orders. 

The market has strengthened and advanced, and although 
the plant will be immediately rebuilt, the market is not 
likely to recede to its old position, even with the product of 


new machines in other sections becoming available. 


Organizing the Jobbers. 

The “St. Paul plan,” having been tried on the printers, 
bookbinders, electrotypers, &c., in various cities of the 
country, and found to be successful, is now offered to the 
New York paper jobbing trade for adoption. That is to 
say, the “St. Paul plan” adapted to the paper trade is the 
article offered. The jobbers have held two meetings, at 
the last of which a temporary organization was effected, 
and next month another meeting will be held, at which 
probably some definite, substantial course of action will be 
adopted, or at least mapped out. 

The “St. Paul plan” takes its name from the city in 
which it was first tried, and where it first proved itself to 
be a practical working success. It consists in gathering 
the members of a trade together, making them acquainted 
one with the other, and bringing about such a harmonious 
working condition that the present fierce competition 
would be lessened to a very large extent by the produc- 
tion of a proper appreciation of harmful practices and a 
consequent discouragement of them. The plan has proven 


its worth in other cities and in other lines of work. If 


it is a good thing the New York paper jobbers want it. If . 


it isn’t they won’t have it. 


Trade Combinations. 


At present the talk of combination is strongest in the 


board line, but it is more than likely that during the open- 
ing month of the new year definite announcements may 
be made not only as to that line but also as to the pro- 
jected consolidations in the box and sulphite branches 
of the trade. 

The board men last week held a three days’ meeting at 
Buffalo, and it was expected that the proceedings of that 
meeting would show a pretty complete closing up of the 
whole effort to solidify the industry. That progress has 
been made is indicated by the call of the American Straw 
Board Company to its stockholders to turn in their certifi- 
cates to the executive committee, but on the other hand 
it is reported that there has arisen a situation which may 
yet be the cause of the overthrow of all plans. The prices 
to be paid for mills have not vet been agreed upon, and 
should any owner disagree with the appraisal commit- 
tee as to the price to be paid him for his plant, he is not 
bound by the committee’s work, but merely becomes the 
subject of missionary work on the part of that committee 
or of those pushing the scheme. In other words, there 
has not yet been secured control of plants of sufficient ag- 
gregate tonnage to secure absolutely the formation of the 
proposed corporation to which those plants are to be sold. 
This may not prove a stumbling block. Owners may 
accept as satisfactory the prices fixed by the appraisal 
committee, or if they do not, they may be able to force 
such a revision of prices as will cause them to sell their 


plants. On the other hand, they may do neither of these 


things, and if they do not, then the “community of inter- 
est’ in the board line will not come to pass. 

In the folding box line no new developments have taken 
place of late, but it is expected that during January there 
will be promulgated a statement as to what has been ac- 


complished. 


. 
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The proposed combination of sulphite manufacturers 
has not progressed very far. The firm that has the matter 
in charge has not had time to pay a great deal of attention 
to the matter, and as certain reports called for by that 
firm, the whole subject has gone over until the latter end 
of January, at which time the firm in question will place 
before a meeting of the manufacturers a definite plan of 
operation. 

Of course, the present market is against the promoter’s 


work in all paper trade lines. With plenty of orders on 


hand and with prices advanced, the paper and pulp manu- 
facturer is not so inclined to listen to combination schemes 
as he was when orders were scarce and prices low. He 
forgets those days, or rather he does not want to remember 
them. The promoter, however, is a persistent fellow. He 
has a seductive way with him and he generally succeeds. 
He has succeeded in many, many cases, and if he can bring 
the board men into one corporation he can feel con- 
fident that he can form a combination in any other indus- 
try on the face of the earth. 


Congressman Jenkins, of Wisconsin, has introduced a 
bill permitting free public libraries to send books, pam- 
phlets, newspapers and magazines free of charge on free 
rural delivery routes. Presumably it is a measure the sup- 
port of which is based on that glittering generality, “the 
spread of knowledge among the people,” which like char- 
ity covers a multitude of things that otherwise would go 
uncovered. Notwithstanding this, it is a bill that should 
die in the room of the Committee on the Post Office and 
Post Roads, to which it has been referred. It is likewise 
a bill that must be extremely distasteful to the Post Of- 
fice authorities, who of late have been excluding from even 
second class classification all mail matter possible, not- 
withstanding the fact that their rulings have been absurd 
and have harassed legitimate publishers and their patrons. 
If the Post Office Department desires to prevent the bur- 
dening of the mails by matter that will not pay its way, 
there is here presented an excellent opportunity for it to 
do some work in opposition to the bill. 


Two weeks ago there was the cry of low water heard in 
the trade. Last week the cry was changed to that of high 
water, and it now looks as though the old complaint might 
again be called into service. The deluge of water that 
visited a large section of the country last week wrought 
much destruction, and the water apparently has run off 
very fast in some quarters. For instance, last week there 
was eight feet of water over the Holyoke dam. This week 
there are indications that if the water maintains its rate of 
fall, restrictions will again be enforced. Some mills are 
also anxious about their coal supply. The lack of cars and 
of power to move those that are available are responsible 
for a short supply of fuel. The combination of low water 
and a small coal pile is one that is not pleasant or profit- 
able to contemplate. 


The week’s business in the export department was fair. 
It consisted in the shipping of paper valued at $76,137. The 
largest bill of goods was sent to the Philippines, and 
amounted to $20,331. This is the second large shipment 
to our new possession, and there is evidently a growing 
field ih that quarter for American paper mill product. 
London’s account was $14,592, Australia falling into third 
place, as her bill was only $12,613. The values of some 
of the other shipments were as follows: Japan, $4,561; 
Argentine Republic, $2,807; Mexico, $1,769; Liverpool, 
$1,608;. British West Indies, $1,309; Newfoundland, 
$1,130. 


There is illustrated in this issue of THe Paper Trape 
JouRNAL a newly patented beating engine, the main feature 
of which is that the stuff is delivered from the roll onto a 
mixing shelf, by which the stream of pulp is divided, half 
of the volume being turned into a side channel on each 
side of the machine, through which it is forced to a pass- 
ageway that communicates with a central return channel, 
through which it returns to the roll again. 


The “St. Paul plan,” that is now being introduced to the 
New York trade, seeks to bring about conditions under 
which the paper lion and the paper lamb may lie down 
together, the former with his appetite unimpaired and the 
latter minus his dressing of caper sauce. 


It is suggested that about the only way in which the 
board men can be gotten into a “community of interest” 
and kept there, is by the aid of hypnotic influence, or the 
continuous application of a powerful anesthetic. 


The paper,trade this year had every reason to have a 
merry Christmas, and we sincerely trust that it did. May 
its new year be one of substantial prosperity and growth, 
unmarred by any untoward events.

Boiler Feeding and Heating Feed Water. 

The operation of getting water into a steam boiler is 
so closely interlinked with the operation of heating it, 
that it is scarcely practical to consider the two separately, 
says a writer in the American Electrician. It is unneces- 
sary to point out the saving obtainable from heating the 
feed water; this is amply and strikingly demonstrated by 
the fact that using live steam to heat the feed water be- 


fore it enters the boiler is more economical than putting 
it in cold. But it is frequently perplexing to determine 
just what method of heating and what means of deliver- 
ing the feed water will be most economical. The first 
cost of the apparatus considered enters into the question, 
of course, as the interest and cost of maintenance form 
part of the operating expense of the plant, and the class 
of help obtainable must also be considered, simplicity fre- 
quently being perferable to economy. 

Speaking generally, it is safe to assert that for all plants 
of a size too small to justify the installation of econo- 
mizers, it is good practice to employ heaters in the ex- 
haust pipes of the engines, absolutely regardless of the 
condensing question. If the plant be non-condensing, it 
is a self-evident proposition that exhaust steam heaters 
are imperative; even if the exhaust steam be used for 
heating purposes, it will usually pay to put in a heater 
between the engine and the heating system, taking care, 
of course, that the steam shall not be robbed of so much 
heat as to make it useless for radiator service. In such a 
case, still speaking generally, it will probably be advisable 
to use some form of steam pump for boiler feeding, in 
order that the exhaust from the pump or pumps may be 
utilized for further heating the feed water in secondary 
heaters. 

It goes without saying that the pump to be used should 
be of the highest efficiency possible. Ordinary simple di- 
rect acting steam pumps require from 100 to 150 pounds of 
steam per horse power hour; compound pumps of this type 
require 60 to 90 pounds; simple fiywheel pumps, which are 
really pumping engines on a small scale, may be had that 
will develop a horse power on 50 pounds of steam an hour; 
a compound flywheel pump requires 35 to 50 pounds of 
steam per horse power hour. 

Referring to feed water heaters in condensing plants the 
writer says: 

Primary heaters will be found advisable under average 
conditions. Of course, if the plant is a very large one, 
economizers claim consideration, but in a plant of ordi- 
nary size an economizer is usually barred by the cost of 
installation and attention. A primary heater will bring the 
feed water temperature from 40° to 50° up to about 110° 
Fahr.; a higher temperature could be secured by imposing 
back pressure on the engine, but this is obviously not good 
practice with a condensing engine. It will be advisable, 
therefore, to still further heat the feed water by passing it 
through a secondary heater after i the 
heater. If sufficient heat can be obtained from the exhaust 
steam of the air, circulating and boiler feed pumps to carry 
the feed water temperature up to about 200° Fahr., without 
deliberately using pumps of low efficiency for the sake of 
their exhaust heat, then the combined exhausts from all 
the pumps should be passed through the secondary heater. 

If, however, the efficiency of the auxiliaries is so high 
that a gain of only 40° to 50° in temperature is obtainable 
in the secondary heater, it will usually be advisable to run 
the pumps condensing, still passing the exhausts through 
the secondary heater in order to extract as much heat as 
possible before delivering to the condenser, and to rein- 
force the secondary heater with live steam from the re- 
ceiver or the high pressure exhaust of the engine. If the 
engine is provided with a reheater which superheats the 
receiver steam, then the steam used in the secondary feed 
water heater should be taken out from the high pressure 
exhaust before that steam reaches the reheater, in order to 
avoid a waste of superheat. The plan outlined would be 
almost universally more economical than to sacrifice the 
efficiency of the pumps in order to obtain sufficient heat 
from their exhaust steam to give the feed water the proper 
temperature. Air and circulating pumps should preferably 
be engine driven, but whether they are of this type, or are 
ordinary forms of direct acting pumps, they should be run 
condensing unless their exhaust steam added to that of the 
boiler feed pumps will supply sufficient heat for the feed 
water without bleeding the engine receiver. 

Belt driven pumps are not, as a general rule, commend 
able for boiler feeding on account of their inefficiency at 
partial loads when driven at constant speed, as they would 
have to be in all modern central stations and _ isolated 
plants. If it were practical to vary the speed of the pump 
according to the requirements of the boilers, without in- 
terposing a lot of power consuming gear, the belted type 
would show the highest efficiency of any form of boiler 
feeder.

Lake St. John Industries. 


MontTrREAL, December 21, 1901.—It may be of interest 
to tell of some of the industries operated by water power 
in the Lake St. John region. No reference is made to 
the several big mills along the Quebec and Lake St. John 
Railway line, before entering into the Lake St. John region 
proper. 

The first big mill on entering the Lake St. John region 
is that at Pearl Lake, 102 miles from Quebec. It is owned 
by Hon. R. Turner, who likewise has a lumber mill at Lake 
Edward, 11 miles farther. A centre of great activity at 


present, and which will be one of considerable importance 
in the near future, is St. Andre Junction, where a branch 
of the Quebec and Lake St. John Railway is being extended 
to the large pulp mills on the Metabetchouan River. At 
Lake Bouchelle, where there are several water powers, 
there is a large sawmill, owned and operated by D. Jalibert, 
of Lake St. John. 

From Chambord, the next station, the railway branches 
off to the east, following the grande discharge of Lake 
St. John into the Saguenay River, as far as Chicoutimi. 
In the 60 miles of river, from the lake to tidal waters, 
there is a gradual descent, which could be developed into 
a splendid power. B. A. Scott has already purchased his 
powcr from the Government, and it is his intention to 
construct on the discharge one of the biggest pulp mills 
in the country. Mr. Scott says he expects to develop 
300,000 horse power, though all of this need not be util- 
ized. 

At Jonquiere, 10 miles before arriving at Chicoutimi, 
there is also a pulp mill, operated by the Chicoutimi Pulp 
Company. 

A splendid falls, 140 feet high, are on the Shipsaw River, 
opposite Jonquiere, where Thomas Wilson, of St. Cath- 
In the sur 
roundings there is practically an unlimited supply of lime. 
Going west from Chambord are the famous Ouiatchouan 
Falls, 1 mile from the railway, which are being developed 
by the Ouiatchouan Pulp Company. On the Ouiatchouan 
River are the Ouiatchouaniche Falls, which provide power 
for the sawmills of Arthur Du Tremblay, at Koberval, 
and also furnish power for the electric lighting of that 
town. These are the principal industries along the line 
of railway. 

But though many water powers are at present utilized in 
the Lake St. John region there are perhaps as many more 
yet to be developed. Near St. Felicien are the big 
Ashuapmouchouan Falls, of some 40,000 horse power, and 
5 miles further the Bear Falls, 80 feet high, with a power 
of 50,000 horse. The Ashuapmouchouan River flows into ' 
the Salmon River, on which there are two notable water 
powers. Passing through St. Methode, Normandin and 
Albanel, one hears the continuous roar of the waterfalls 
on the Ticouabe River, only one of which is utilized to op- 
erate a small mill. 

At Mistassini, which is one of the thriving villages of 
the region, there are several water powers, in falls and rap 
ids, none of which are used for any purpose. At Mistassini 
is the monastery of the Trappist Fathers, who, like their 
brothers at Oka, live in continual silence and labor. They 
were the founders of Mistassini. In 1892, with the inten- 
tion of assisting colonization, they accepted from the Gov- 
ernment a grant of 6,000 acres of land. They built their 
monastery on the shores of the Hay River, a tributary of 
the Mistassini River. 

It is in Mistassini that B. A. Scott, the owner of the 
big lumber mills at Roberval, has his farm, comprising 
1,500 acres of land, of which 600 are in culture. The 
products of this farm are used to supply the lumber 
shanties during the winter. His harvests each year are a 
splendid tribute to the fertility of the soil. 

Away north of Mistassini is the Little Peribonca, where

a pulp company has built a pulp mill. On the Great 
Peribonca. 12 miles from its mouth, there are mag- 
nificent falls, 80 feet high, which are not being used. 


It is comparatively an easy matter to gain an idea of 
the tremendous capacity of these waterfalls. The depth, 
the width and velocity per minute, multiplied together, 
give the number of cubic feet of water per minute, while 
the product, multiplied by the weight of a cubic foot, 
which is 62%4 pounds, gives the number of pounds. To 
ascertain the horse power, the formula is to multiply the 
weight of water by the height of the falls and divide by 
33,000. While this would be the theoretical horse power, 
75 per cent. of it is generally available for operating pur- 
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News From THE MILLs. 


Ground has been broken by the Taylor-Adkins Paper 
Company, of Burnside, Conn., for a small addition to its 
mill. 


Two digesters for cooking stock will be placed in the 
new Manning paper mill, Troy, N. Y., in January. Each 
of these digesters weighs 21 tons, and the capacity of 
each is 4 tons of stock each day. 

While working at the Dodge paper mill, Delphi, Ind., 
last Thursday night, Robert Coates, engaged in oiling 
the machinery, had his hand caught between the cogs of two 
large wheels. His right arm was so badly mangled that 
amputation at the elbow was necessary. 

The Robertson paper mill, known as the Rockland Mill, 
Montville, Conn., was damaged to a considerable extent 
last week during the gale which swept over the vicinity. 
A corner of the roof was lifted by this, and about 20 feet 
was torn off. The damages have been repaired. 

Charles Brackett, a mechanic in the pulp mill at Madi- 
son, Me., narrowly escaped death Sunday night of last week. 
Mr. Brackett was in the north end of the mill when the ice 
and water broke in, and with a tremendous effort he 
jumped and caught hold of a hot steam pipe, where he 
was rescued with badly blistered hands. 

A serious accident occurred last week at the mill of the 
Union Bag and Paper Company, Kaukauna, Wis. A mass 
of ice resulting from the overflow of the tank on the roof 
of the mill came down through the building, burying the 
wet end of one of the paper machines, which will have to 
undergo extensive repairs before it can be started again. 

In a few days the old Ivanhoe paper mill, one of the 
manufacturing landmarks of Paterson, N. J., will be noth- 
ing but a memory. The work of tearing it down was 
started by a gang of men last week. The mill is being 
torn down to make room for a new erecting shop for the 
Rogers Locomotive Works. The mill was most famous as 


the property of H. V. Butler, who made fine grades of 
book, map and other papers in it for many years. 

The International Paper Company’s Herkimer (N. Y.) 
mill has shipped more paper in the last two months than 
in any similar period in its history. The shipments for 
the month of October amounted to 752 tons and for the 
month of November to 989 tons. The output has gone to 
the most distant parts of the country, some of it going to 
Mexico. Only manila paper is manufactured at this mill. 

Thomas Hawkins, of Watertown, N. Y., formerly of 
Holyoke, Mass., the vice-president of the national lodge 
of the paper makers’ union, was in Windsor Locks, Conn., 
on December 15, and instituted a local lodge at that place. 
He addressed a gathering of men employed in the several 
paper mills at Mooney’s Hall, after which the lodge was 
formed with about sixty charter members. Officers were 
elected, but the names were not given ‘out for publica- 
tion.

An Employer’s Liability for Damages. 


Bancor, Me., December 21, 1901.—In the case of Peter 
Stewart vs. the International Paper Company, being a suit 
for damages, the decision of the court is as follows: 

1. Supplying safe machinery and appliances, as a duty 
imposed on the master, is one thing; the operation of the 
same by the servants in the business for which they are 
used is another. 

2. In operating machinery, or in the ordinary use of ap- 
pliances furnished, a servant assumes the risk of injury 
from the negligence of his co-servant, if the servant em- 
ployed is competent for the service required of him. 

3 A master is not liable to one servant for the negli- 
gence of a co-servant in the management and use of suit- 
able structures and appliances in carrying on the master’s 
work. 

4. Ordinary use of machinery and appliances may be 
left to competent hands, calling for no attention by the 
master, where he has supplied the servant with suitable 
machinery and appliances. 


5. The plaintiff alleged that he was injured by falling into 
a drain in defendant’s pulp mill, situate in the basement 
and uncovered at the moment when the accident occurred. 
This drain, several inches deep, was used to carry off the 
waste pulp that collected around the pump and floor. A 
plank had been provided with which to cover the drain, 
and which, so far as the exceptions show, was proper 
both in size and in all respects for the purpose. When 
the plank was down over the drain it formed a part of 
the floor of the basement and was used by the employees. 
But in order to use the drain it was necessary to remove 
the plank and use it in that way, including the removal 
of the plank—a matter of daily occurrence. Held: That 
the servant, whose duty it was to remove the plank in 
order that the drain might be used and then to replace it, 
was not performing any of the personal duties which the 
master owed to his employees. The negligence of this 
servant in the use, management and operation of an ap- 
pliance provided by the master, and which, so far as the 
question raised by the defendant’s exception is concerned, 
may be assumed to have been suitable and proper in all 
respects. was the negligence of a co-servant of the plaintiff, 
for which the defendant is not liable. 

Exceptions sustained. 





A dispatch, dated November 26, has been received from 
his Majesty’s representative at The Hague, says the 
World’s Paper Trade Review, intimating that from No- 
vember 27 the importation and carriage in transit of rags 
from places situated in the Belgian provinces of Antwerp 
and East Flanders is forbidden. This prohibition does not 
extend to the import and carriage in transit of rags, which 
may have been forwarded from the above named provinces, 
but in regard to which there is sufficient proof that they 
have some other place of origin, and that they are trans- 
ported and packed in such a manner that they cannot 
possibly come into contact with any object of contagion. 
Moreover, the prohibition as regards carriage in transit 
is not to extend to rags packed in such a manner that they 
can neither be handled nor interfered with en route.

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ALKALINE CHLORIDES. 


A Resume of the Work That Has Been Done in Their Pro- 
duction by Elecirolysis—The Various Processes and 
Where Ihey Are Being Used. 


By H. RoMANorr. 


Owing to the interest now being shown by capitalists 
and owners of water powers in practically useful proc- 
esses for the electrolytic production of soda and chlorine 
from salt, a brief résumé of the status of those processes 
which have passed away from the dreams of theory will 
probably be found interesting. 

Caustic soda and bleaching powder are important items 
in the cost account of many paper mills, and the old line 
processes for their manufacture hitherto in vogue are 
capable of much improvement in more directions than 
one. 

Theoretically speaking, nothing can possibly be more 
admirably adapted for the economical manufacture of 
chlorine and caustic soda than the decomposition of rock 
salt or brine by an electrolytic process. However, just 
as soon as an attempt is made to put laboratory results 
into practice, gigantic discrepancies between theory and 
practice become unpleasantly noticeable. This phenome- 
non, however, is not confined to electrolysis. It may be 
safely claimed that most owners of sulphite mills in this 
country and Canada, who had not the advantage of as- 
sistance from practical men of long European experience 
in starting and running their mills, have made the same 
observation. Rock salt in a molten condition was a very 
natura] and apparently practical method for gaining a 
medium for electrolysis which would enable the operator 
to obtain a high yield with a small and compact plant, 
but unfortunately it was soon found difficult to secure 
a satisfactory material out of which to construct the walls 
of the furnace in which the electrolysis took place, and at 
the high temperature prevailing in the same the separa- 
tion of the products of electrolysis became extremely 
difficult. 

Much time and money was spent in experimenting in 
this direction; finally resulting in the adoption of two 
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processes in which the above mentioned feature is charac- 
teristic, viz.: the Acker process in this country and the 
Hulin process in France. 

Up to date the Acker process, although in practical 
use in a plant at Niagara Falls, N. Y., has not sufficient 
time behind it to allow of definite statements as to com- 
mercial usefulness being safely made. The Hulin process 
has hitherto not yielded any financial results, as far as 
has become publicly known, and it is reported as under- 
going considerable change from the form in which it first 
was offered. 

The results obtained by the direct electrolysis of brine 
are more encouraging, and it may be said that the mod- 
ern industry of electrolytical chlorine and alkali has been 
founded on the treatment of brines containing either 
sodium or potassium chlorides. It would appear that 
there are now good prospects of a highly developed and 
very profitable industry being gradually established on 
these lines. The shape of and the materials used for con- 
structing the vessels needed for the electrolysis of aque- 
ous solutions are very properly kept strictly secret by ‘in- 
terested parties, in view of the scant protection afforded 
by the patent laws of industrial countries, and, in fact, it 
is extremely difficult to obtain reliable information as to 
what is being done in works producing electrolytic chlo- 
rine and alkali. Those most active in the electrolytical 
industries have in many cases had extensive -experience 
in other lines of work, where they have learned the diffi- 
culty of guarding against leaks of valuable technical in- 
formation, and this makes them all the more alert and on 
their guard against the ever-growing army of parasites 
anxious to feed on the products of others’ brains and 
work. 


To return to the question of vessels for electrolytical 
operations, it may be mentioned that two very different 
types of these are now in use and there appear to be ad- 
vantages to both of them. In the one type metallic mer- 
cury is used to amalgamate the metallic sodium or po- 
tassium which is liberated at the cathode, and so to 
remove these substances from the reach of electrolytic 
and chemical action in the decomposing vessel or cell. 

In the second type a wall, technically termed a dia- 
phragm, is used to separate anode from cathode products 
and confine the chemical action by which the metal is 
turned into its hydrate (e. g., caustic soda from sodium) as 
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far as possible to the sphere of action of the cathode. The 
mercury process is to-day practically represented by two 
inventors, Castner-Kellner and Solvay. Caster-Kell- 
ner’s process is in practical operation in Weston Point 
(England), Ostanienburg (Germany), and in Niagara 
Falls, N. Y. Solvay’s electrolytic process is now in oper- 
ation, it is alleged, in Jemappe (Belgium) and Dometz 
(Russia). The Castner-Kellner works at Weston Point 
(England) are probably the largest of their kind in the 
world and are now using about 4,000 horse power to pro- 
duce a very high grade caustic soda, excellent bleaching 
powder and considerable quantities of metallic sodium, 
for all of which there is a large demand. The brine is 
piped into the factory direct from the pumping and con- 
centrating stations, and the whole plant is almost ideal, 
very economical, and no doubt extremely profitable. 
Characteristic of an electrolytic alkali and chlorine works 
is the entire absence of all waste of a poisonous nature 
and of by-products which are injurious to plants and ani- 
mal life. These are the causes which have devastated the 
environments of Widnes and other places where the alkali 
industry flourished on the old lines. 

There are three kinds of cells now in practical use on 
the diaphragm type, those devised by Har- 
greaves & Bird, Onthenin Chalandre and the Le Sueur 
model. An experimental works at Farnworth, England, 
led the adherents of the Hargreaves & Bird patents 
to erect a large works in Middlewich, England, 
which is only partly completed, but from all accounts the 
prospects of this process seem to be good. Asbestos, 
which the late Henry Ward Johns, the pioneer of the 
asbestos industry in this country, predicted to the writer 
would be of immense advantage to the electro-chemical 
industries, and a peculiar kind of porous Portland cement 
are claimed to be used by the Hargreaves-Bird people 
for building cells. 

The Onthenin Chalandre process is used in Chévres, 
Switzerland, and Montiers, France, being characterized 
by wrought iron cathodes protected by porous cylinders. 
The high specific gravity of the soda solution formed is 
taken advantage of to convey it to the bottom of the cell. 
In the Le Sueur system a horizontal diaphragm of asbestos

Improved Pulp Engine Patented by Walter N. Sherwood, 
of Hoosick Falls, N. Y.—Trade Mark for 
Toilet and Wrapping Paper. 





Walter N. Sherwood, of Hoosick Falls, N. Y., has been 
granted patent No. 688,976 on an improved pulp engine. 
The new engine is herewith illustrated. 

Fig. 1 shows a plan of the improved engine with the 
cover removed from one of the beating rolls. Fig. 2 is 
a vertical longitudinal section taken through the centre 
of the midway of the tub. Fig. 3 is a side elevation of 
the engine with one roll cover removed and the side of 
the tub next the observer broken away to expose the in- 
terior. Fig. 4 is a detail of one of the parts of the 
backfall. 

The principal tub is shown at 1, which is circular in 
form, but may be of an elongated form, if preferred. 
On opposite sides of this tub the two extensions 2 and 3 
are built, which constitute roll chambers for the beating 
rolls 6 and 7. These rolls are of ordinary construction 
and are carried on journals 4 and 5, which run _ in 
bearings on stands of any suitable design. They co- 
operate with the bed plates 8 and 9. The backs 10 and 11 
serve to carry the pulp up and in connection with the 
covers 12 and 13 to carry and deliver it over onto the 
backfalls 15 15. The end walls of the roll chambers are 
e~tended across the middle part of the tub 1 and consti- 
tute the mid-feathers 29 29. An opening 41 is made 
through each mid-feather to allow the pulp to pass from 
the side channels 30 30 to the under side of the roll 7. 
The midway 40 is divided by the cross partition 21 to pre- 
vent the pulp from either side channel passing into the 
midway until after it has passed under the roll 7. A 
bridge 20 extends from the backfall of roll 7 to the par- 
tition 21, which serves as an apron to convey the pulp 
from the backfall to the midway 40. The backfall of roll 
6 delivers the pulp onto a mixing shelf 18, to the upper 
edge of which a fender 19 is attached to prevent the pulp 
from being forced over into the midway. The centrifugal 
velocity of the roll throws the pulp over onto the shelf 
with much force, some of it striking as far forward as the 
fender. By reason of the slope of this shelf the stuff 
inclines to slide back toward the roll, but is met by the 
torrent of stuff as delivered from the roll and is thus driven 
back again. These opposing forces act upon the stuff 
to thoroughly mix it, and this continues until the volume

The operation of the machine is as follows: The stuff is 
supplied to the tub at S and passes in the direction of the 
arrows through the port 41, around into the roll chamber 
3, and thence around rol] 7. Passing through between 
the roll and the bed plate it is carried by the roll and 
delivered over onto the backfall 15 and thence over the 
apron 20 into the midway or centre channel 40, through 
which it passes to the roll 6. This roll carries it over and 
delivers it onto the backfall 15, on which it slides down 
onto the lower part of the shelf 18. A considerable quan- 
tity of the pulp is thrown well forward onto the front part 
of the shelf by the centrifugal force of the roll, that which 
is cleaned off by the scraper 14 constituting the greater 
part of what is carried off by the backfall. That part of 
the current coming from the ends of the roll as it reaches 
the corner jamb formed by the curb and the walls of the 
roll chamber turns abruptly around and tumbles off the 
shelf 18 at its lowest point next to the curb and falls onto 
the incline 34 at its highest point and slides down close to 
the mid-feathers, and following the same passes through 
the ports 41 41 and being forced to the centre of the 
passageway leading to and under roll 7 is carried under 
the middle part of that roll and by it over into the centre 
of the midway 40, through which it passes to the centre of 
roll 6.

Thus it will be seen that with the double roll engine all 
the contents of the engine at each circuit around the tub 
and under the rolls are practically thoroughly mixed on 
the mixing shelf, then turned bottom side up in passing off 
the shelf into the side channels, and in passing from one 
roll to the other change position from the centre of one roll 
to the ends of the other one. In this way the pulp alter- 
nately makes a short or inside circuit of the engine and then 
an outside or long circuit, so that the differences of treat 
ment of the pulp, if any exist, are equalized and a homo- 
geneous product is the result.

“ Nimrod’? Makes Some Suggestions as to Points to Be 
Looked After—Rclations of the Beaterman 
and the Machine Tender. 


Having written a few practical hints as to cooking, 
washing and beating stocks, I now come to the machine 
room. A paper machine is not a mystifying combination 
to the eyes of a machine tender, and appears very simple 
to anyone who gives it one hour’s study. In the first 
place it is generally set in position by the maker and guar- 
anteed to run; so before it is accepted by the purchaser it 
has performed its work. To do this every part must be 
true, and when once set it is no easy task for the parts 
to get out of position. A machine tender has his stuff 
pumps, wire, suction boxes and slides and his felts to at- 
tend tor First comes setting his deckles, adjusting the 
apron to width of deckles; then adjusting the slides to 
thickness of sheet, and getting the proper amount of suc- 
tion. As the suction is the main thing either on Fourdrinier 
or cylinder machine, constant care must be exercised to 
be able to judge whether the stuff is free or slow, and ad- 
just the suction to suit the stuff. At this point comes the 
art of machine tending. As I said in one of my previous 
articles, stock properly cooked, whether wood or rags, is 
half made, and stock undercooked gives all kinds of trouble 
when it reaches the machine. I have watched a machine 
tender chase ends one after another, then shut the machine 
down and wash up, then start, then shut down, adjust his 
shake, examine the edges of the wire, then start up, then

shut down and wait for the next beater to be emptied and 
then start up, with no better results. He was unable to 
explain why the paper suddenly took such a turn, as it was 
running along all right when suddenly it started to break- 
ing at the couch roll and he could not stop it. It is not an 
uncommon remark to hear a machine tender say “Jim 
makes better stuff to run than Bob,” and “Jim’s machine 
tender makes the largest runs.” Well, Jim has never told 
Bob the secret of tempering his stock, and Bob has the 
only idea in his head which ever stuck there; that is, when 
he examines the stuff in a basin of water and sees no white 
specks floating around the stuff, then it is fit to send 
to the machine. Jim, on the other hand, constantly runs 
his hand through the stock he is, turning into stuff, and 
knows by that smooth, oily feel that the fibres are being 
tempered, and at the same time the white specks are being 
drawn out, and when he empties the beater he feels and 
knows that it will run over the machine neither free 
enough nor slow enough to cause trouble at the suction 
boxes. It is seldom a felt on the wet part gives much 
trouble without the difficulty being easily discovered and 
remedied. Ofttimes the dryer felt causes some trouble, but 
even here it is easy to find, but not so when trouble occurs 
on the wire. If the edges and middle of the sheet are of 
a uniform thickness and the sheet breaks at the couch or 
picks up at the press very often the trouble is with the 
suction. 

In a former article I spoke of the oval or U bottom for 
beaters and washers. I saw these in a mill, and noting the 
rapidity with which stock was beaten off I investigated 
and found that instead of one bed plate there were two 
under the roll, and watching for some time I was satisfied

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the mill had quite a useful article and could beat off stock 
as fast as any patented beater I ever saw work. As the 
bottom was oval the stock could not lodge along the sides 
and required no attention, and as the bed plates were about 
8 inches apart the space between the two was used as a 
catch-all and easily cleaned by flushing with a hose.

ALKALINE CHLORIDES.

It is claimed that the chemical works “Electron” at 
Frankfort-on-the-Main, Germany, have worked out a 
diaphragm process, which they are using in Germany, 
France, Switzerland and Russia, but as this company is 
very non-committal, nothing reliable can be stated on the 
subject. At the present writing there are twenty-three or 
twenty-five works in Europe in which chlorine and alkali 
are manufactured by electrolytic processes and these are 
believed to employ some 50,000 horse power. 

Bleaching with hypochlorites, electrolytically produced, 
also appears to be gaining ground in Europe, and is 
probably very suitable for sulphite and soda wood pulps. 
In the south of Germany, in Austria and in Lancey, Isére, 
France (Corbin & Co.), some 2,500 horse power is al- 
leged to be used for this purpose, and it is stated in the 
foreign press that at Sarpsborg, Norway, the Kellner 
Parlington Paper Pulp Company manufactures hypo- 
chlorite solutions by electrolysis on a large scale for 
bleaching sulphite wood pulp.

I. P. Company Buys a Saw Mill. 


The Adams saw mill in Orono, Me., has 
been sold to the International Paper Com- 
pany. This mill is situated on the Web- 
ster side of the river, on the same dam with 
the International Company's paper mill, the 
pulp mill being on the Orono side. The In- 
ternational Company made the purchase in 
order to secure the exclusive use of the 
water power there. 


Germany’s Paper Exports. 


During the first nine months of the pres- 
ent year the exportation of news and print- 
ings from Germany amounted to 138,773 
metre cwts., of the value of 4,000,000 marks, 
a decrease compared with the correspond- 
ing period of last year, when the ‘quantity 
was 232,440 metre cwts., of the value of 
6,750,000 marks. During September the 
exports were 12,232 metre cwts., compared 
with 24,740 metre cwts. in September, 1900. 
The exportation is not only falling off to 
Great Britain, but to Holland, South 
America, &c. 





To Move Postal Card Factory. 


Keyser, W. Va., December 23, 1901.— 
Fifty million postal cards are being made 
by Albert Daggett, the Government postal 
card contractor, in anticipation of the re- 
moval of the plant from Piedmont to 
Rumford Falls, Me. It is expected that 
the plant will be moved about February 1, 
and this large surplus of cards is being 


| made and printed ahead in order that there 


may be no postal card famine while the 
machinery is being removed to Maine. 
Citizens of Piedmont and Westernport are 
considerably agitated over the removal of 
the plant, but it is understood that the 
Piedmont Pulp and Paper Company, 
owner of the mill in which the postal card 
works are located, will establish some 
other industry in its stead that will employ 
a great many more people than are em- 
ployed in the manufacture of postal cards.

PAPER.—As usual at this time of year the demand has 
eased off somewhat. The Manila houses were busy up to 
Tuesday night. But on account of the holiday this week, 
and the intervention of another one next week, much new 
business is not expected to be done till after the first of 
the year. Then, in addition to the breaks caused by the 
iwu holidays, the preparation for stock taking will occupy 
the attention of the trade. The annual lull in the paper 
business as far as the jobbers are concerned may be said 
to have begun. But whether this falling off in the demand 
is only temporary or whether it will last till January 15 is 
a question. As far as the mills are concerned the general 
report is that most of them have enough orders on their 
books to keep them running till about February 1. The 
News paper mills are very full of orders. Now that there 
is plenty of water, the stringency in the News market is 
lessened. Nevertheless the volume of accumulated orders 
is so great that, even if the demand should fall off, there 
is enough business on hand to hold the market firm for at 
least two months. Under the circumstances, therefore, 
there is not much likelihood of a drop in quotations on 
News very soon. This week the prices, delivery being at 
convenience of the manufacturer, range from 2.35@2%c. 
delivered, according to the condition of the different mills. 
Desirable daily newspaper “coftracts are taken at about 
2c. delivered, or at 2.10c. f. o. b. mill. All the leading 
Book mills are just as full of business as they have been. 
The quotations on Book, therefore, remain the same. 
These are 37#@4c. delivered for Super, and 354@3%c. for 
Machine Finished. The buyers of Book paper, however, 
claim that they see a disposition on the part of the manu- 
facturers to be a little less insistent in their demands.

WOOD PULP.—The scare over the threatened short- 
age of Ground Wood is now over. This result is due to 
the remarkable freshet of ten days ago. Mills that have, 
for months, been very short of water are now well sup- 
plied. One of these, ordinarily a very large producer of 
both pulp and paper, last week canceled all its outstand- 
ing contracts for Ground Wood, The withdrawal from 
the market of this big buyer has set free a lot of pulp.

A 
characteristic sign is that warrants of the company are being of- 
fered by resellers, without being bought back at once by the com- 
pany. Stocks in Sicily end of October were about 60,000 tons in ex- 
cess of last year. This proves that the production is largely increas- 
ing. At present prices the Anglo-Sicilian are making large profits. 
The decline of our foreign exchange by 45 per cent. ought to in- 
duce the managers in London to make a corresponding reduction 
in prices, some small concession might prevent several concerns 
from making the contemplated change in their plants for the use of 
pyrites.
